Allowable Subject Matter 

4. Claims 1-6, 8-13 and 15-20 are pending and are allowed. 

5. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 

The closest prior art of Walker (US 5,945,653) teaches establishing a function 
having a corresponding function identifier, that is adapted to be processed during a 
transaction such as a point-of-sale transaction that may involve a credit card. 

In regarding to independent claims 1 and 8, Walker taken either individually or in 
combination with other prior art of record fails to teach or render obvious a card is sold 
and activated by a third party, and determining conditions for future credit associated 
with the card in the retail store computer system when the consumer makes purchase at 
the retail store, and storing the conditions associated with card in the retail store 
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computer system, and crediting the consumer in the retail store computer system when 
the conditions are satisfied.
